Publisher enters plea agreement 


On Monday, Call and Post Publisher John H. Bustamante entered into a 
plea agreement with the U.S. Government regarding a loan obtained from 
a Washington, D.C, based insurance company in 1986. Under the agree- 
ment,“Bustamante. agreed to change to a guilty plea on one count of wire 
fraud, inexchange for the government's promise to drop the four remaining 
counts which were pending fron his earlier trial in 1991. The government, 
represented by Assistant U.S. Attorneys Daniel Poister and William Ed 
wards, also agreed that Bustamante's family members would not be 
prosecuted and that all investigation of John Bustamante would be stopped 

Bustamante and his family have been pursued by the U.S. Department 
of Justice, including the Cleveland offices of the U.S. Attorney and Federal 
Bureau of Investigation for several years, In 1985, Edwards prosecuted 
Bustamante’s oldest son TUan, who was charged with two counts of making 
false statements on an SBA loan application for a loan which had already 
been repaid 

Although insurance company representatives testified in the 1991 trial 
that they felt that the company had not been defrauded, and thatthey would 
loan Bustamante money again if asked, he was convicted on five counts 


and acquitted on six more

I already knew last week, thal two Los Angeles 
i vlice officers used excessive force when. they 
} beat Rodney King, and as a result, his civil rights were 
} violated. 


It is a shame, however, that Federal -civil rights 
charges had to be brought against the men in order for 
Justice to prevail. The second trial would not have 
been necessary had the prosecution been denied in its 
successful effort to have the first trial moved to lily-white 
Simi Valley. 

While the officers gained a temporary reprieve, they 
knew and the public knew that they were guilty, and 
fortunately, the justice system worked this time

riot in Cellblock L at the Southern Ohio Correc- 
ional Facility in Lucasville is uncertain. The 
cellblockis still in the hands of the phisoners; the hostages 
are still being held. 


But we believe there are lessons which arise from 
the Lucasville incident. » lessons which-a wary, public 
and concerned legislators must consider in the future 

One. we believe, is the folly of putting a largely-Black 
prison population in towns such as Lucasville in the 
first place. It is understandable why many poor rural 
areas ask for prisons; they are a’Source of steady, if,not 
high-paying, jobs, that many depressed areas need 
desperately. 

However, it is clear that the racial tensions that often 
already exist in the prison setting a’ worsened by the 
interaction of a predominately-whit) and rural group of 
corrections officers with an urban Black population. 

The worst prison riot in recent history, the Attica 
uprising in 1971, Occurred in a rural upstate prison in 
New York 
’ The governor's office, citing the need to attempt to 

save money and to promote a new strategy for correc- 
tions, has decided not to proceed with the construction 
of two prisons in southeastern Ohio. That decision 
disappointed the Republican senator from that area, 
Robert Ney, but we believe that the Lucasville rebellion 
validates the wisdom of the governor's action. 
Another lesson is, quite possibly, that many of our 
prisons are too large to begin with. Lucasville, with its

The city has been ringed by major 
projects, from Eastland, Northland, and Westland in the 
1960s to City Center Mall in the 1980s (the only 
downtown development of its type)’ to Polaris in the 
1990s. Citizens of the City of Columbus -- including 
Blacks -- have paid the price in infrastructure construc- 
tion and police and fire protection to make these 
developments successtul. 

However. there has not been the concerted commit- 
ment among those in the developrnent community to 
incorporate Blacks into that development structure. 
Black contractors and builders have generally been 
locked out of private sector development, having to 
fight. for scraps in the public-sector marketplace 
Developments have often been outside the buslines,

The white community in Los Angeles, fueled by a 
hopeful white media, acted reprehensibly while the jury 
deliberated. They waited in-long lines to purchase 
guns and ammunition, and turned their stores and 
homes into armed camps. They truly expected 

the worst from the Black community, since the word 
on the street was that any rioting this time was going 
to take place in white ‘areas of the city. 

Fortunately, we will never know what would have 
happened, since the jury in Federal Court did the right 
thing. Unfortunately, the next Black-man to be run 
down and beaten by police will probably not have the 
benefit of a bystander’s video tape to insure that justice 
is done 


1850 maximum-security prisoners, is one of the 
largest. Cellblock L alone is larger than some prisons. 


It was an Easter Sunday in,the 
1930s when a fire spread through 
the Ohio Penitentiary on Spring St 
in Columbus, killing more than 300 
inmates and forever leaving @ scar 
in the memories of many Colum- 
busites. 

Now, sixty "years later,~another 
Easter Sunday sent a different fire 
this time. Cellbleck L erupted in 
violence and death, seeing the killing 
of at least seven inmates and the 
taking of eight hostages. It is unlikely that the Ohio 
prison world will ever be the same. 

Peter Davis, head of the Correctional institutions 
Inspections Committee, is charged with monitoring the 
state's prisons and its population of about 38.000 
inmates. He believes that the uprising at Lucasville will 
create pressures for tremendous changes. 

One change he does not want to see occur is the 
removal of Art Tate. who became the first Black war- 
den at Lucasville in 1990. It has been speculated that 
some of the inmates are calling for the removal of Tate 
who upon his arrival instituted "Operation Shakedown" 
for weapons in the prison and has generally been 
known for -mlcbgh a very tight ship 

"| can't think of a better person to be at this prison," 
Davis said. He asserted that Tate should not be made 
the scapegoat for the tensions which have always 
existed at the prison 

"The majority of the inmates have a high regard for 
Warden Tate," Davis said 

While Tafe may not be leaving the prison, Davis 
said, “there are going to be tremendous collateral 
issues" which the riot has unleashed 

One of them is the likelihood that maximum-seécurity 
inmates willbe more broadly dispersed throughout the 
prison system, with an attendant rise in staffing costs 
Lueasville -had-a-stafting ratio of 4/1 -~ a-ratio which 
was the subject of complaint by union officials, who 
said that additional staff was needed. However, the 
ratio at Lucasville is actually double that of the sys- 
temwide average, which is 8/1, Davis said. That 
average is one of the worst in the nation 

That Lucasville was a maximum-security prison 
made the ratio so much higher. However, the disper- 
sal of dangerous felons throughout the system -- at 
least as a temporary move, in order to defuse the 
tensions and separate some of the enemies which 


Maintaining an effective span of control in such an 
environment:is~ undoubtedly difficult. The movement 
inrecent years toward smaller prisons is based on that 
notion. It is possible that Lucasville is becoming in- 
creasingly-an anachronism in prison construction and 
operations. 

A third lesson is that prison overcrowding must be 
effectively addressed. Everyone observing the Lucas- 
ville situation recognizes the impact that — packing 
violent criminals into prisons like sardines creates a 
volatile @nvironment which can be exploded with even 
the slight@pt spark. 

But, sadly. what many do not appreciate is that 
Lucasville is one of the system's least crowded 
facilities. With 1819 prisoners in space designed for 
less than 1700, the prison is about 10 percent over 
capacity. However, the system as a whole is 75 per- 
cent over capacity -- and rising. If Lucasville is such a 
tremendous tenderbox; it is likely that other prisons in 
the state are facing many of the same problems. 

With the deaths of at least several men, the Lucas- 
ville riot. has already become a major tragedy. We 
hope that there may be lessons gained from the riot 
which. our legislators and policymakers can use to 
improve the climate in the rest of our prisons. 


to Jackson, Tennessee, where an all-white jury could 
hear the case. 

Fortunately for Ford, the system worked in his favor 
and he, along with the bankers, were acquitted. How- 
ever, some feel that he was acquitted only because the 
bankers were found not guilty, 

We all have a constitutional right to a trial by a jury 
of our peers. It is disgraceful that the Department of 
Justice was able to effectively tamper with the location 
of the trial in order to obtain a jury it thought to be more 
likely to convict their target. We hope that the Clinton 
Justice Department will end racist practices of "jury 
shopping" and the targeting of our Black political and 
business leaders that has become so commonplace 
over the last few years.

The administration of Governor Voinovich has an- 
nouriced a plan to place: $82 million in the budget to 
increase diversion away from the state's prison sys- 
tem, and toward community-based corrections 
facilities and alternatives to prison for non-violent of- 
fenders, Itis a strategy with which Davis. agrees. 

Community-based programs, Davis said, “allow 
(the Department of Rehabilitation and Corrections) to 
empty out low-level, non-dangerous, non-violent of- 
fenders" -- people who probably shouldn't be in the 
Such strategies as 
smaller, community-based facilities and alternative 
sentencing mechanisms, such as electronic monitor- 
ing maintain the penalties for wrongdoing: provide 
secure and sure punishment, while avoiding placing 
non-violent, non-career criminals in the same environ- 
ment as individuals who are more dangerous to them- 
selves and society. : 

"There are too many folk.in state prisons that can 
be punished and locked up locally for their offenses,” 
Davis said 

With the prison population already operating at 
more than 75 percent over capacity, Davis believes, 
those celisshould-be-reserved-for-violent-and repeat- 
offenders." 

Right now, Rehabilitation and Corrections Officials 
are staring into the heart of a fire that is burning. But 
out of the ashes, it is likely that some changes will be 
made that may impact the prison system for years to 
come,

(HBCUs). The grantis to be matched by 


$16,000 in.additionat-contributions 

The practical goals of the project are 
to increase-the.number of minority 
writers and writing professionals and to 
provide community outreach and 
audience development for American 
literature. A 1990 survey by AWP found 
that African-Americans made up only 
5.04 percent of the majors in creative 
writing programs, and only 2.08 percent 
of the faculty. Worse, not one HBCU 
offers a degree program in creative writ- 
ing. 

Representatives from 42 HBCUs will 
attend the Augyst, 1993 seminar 
University df Arkansas, Pine Bluff, Dil- 
lard, Howard, Lincoln University.in.

is high for low- 
income families 


The child care needs survey revealed. 
a high need for child care in both white 
and African American families in Franklin 
County. The survey revealed 49 percent 
of white families and 55 percent of 
African American families need child 
care or additional care 

In numbers this translates to 41,600 
white households and 11,700 African 
American households who need child 
care 

The survey also revealed that African 
American families have more problems 
than white families in finding and paying 
for child care. This difficulty cag be partly 


| explained by the fact that a larger per- 


cent of African American families have 
low incomes and thus have difficulty 
paying for equal child care 

In the child care needs survey, 39 
percent of African American families had 
less than $15,000 annual income as op- 
posed to 13 percent of white families -- 
three times as many 

jLower income African American 
families had the highest need (36 per- 
cent) and lower income whites had the 
second highest need (56 percent). Both 
African American and white families with 
higher incomes had less need 

African American families were also 
more likely to be headed by a single 
parent and, therefore have higher need 
- 42 percent of African American 
households said there was just one adult

When African American parents 
looked for child care, they were less 
likely to find it than white families 
looking for care. Although an equal 
percent of white and African 
American families said they looked 
for child care in the past two years, 
38 percent of African American 
families versus just 28 percent of 
white families said they were un- 
able to find the care they needed.

The Board of Direc- 
tors...stupid! 


To the question, where do ex-government 
Officials like Secretaries of State, Transpor- 
tation, Defense, etc. go once they are no 
longer in public office, take a look at the 
annual reports of some of major U.S, in- 
dustries, Public officials, however, are not 
the only ones you'll Tind in policy-making 
position with the nation's corporations. 

When | first saw that Walter Mondale, 
ex-presidential candidate, was on the Board 
of Directors of a major corporation, | don't 
know why it surprised me, but it did--slightly, 
He has all the qualifications to be a director. 
So, too, does someone like an Andrew Brim- 
mer, a former black member of the Federal 
Reserve Board. 

The other day, | leafed through the annual 
report of Philip Morris, the publicly-held con- 
sumer goods company, and found a couple 
of interesting people on its board of direc- 
tors 

First, | recognized former President 
Carter's Secretary of Defense Harold 
Brown. There was Rupert Murdoch, the 
media mogul; William Donaldson, the chair- 
man and chief executive officer of the New 
York Stock Exchange. Then there are ap- 
parently two blacks on that board and two 
femalés--the one black, the other white 

Philip Morris’ board consists of 19 people, 
each from some area of expertise and in- 

= fluence, elther inside or oulside the com- 
pany. That's what directors are supposed to 
have--influence, to be used to the fur- 
therance of the legitimate goals of the bodies 
they serve and for which often they are 
compensated 

What strikes you about these power 
centers in American industry is that hereis a 
relatively closed society where often cross- 
pollination works at its best. You'll frequently 
find the same individuals sitting with several 
different corporations, with the tikelihood 
that their positions on any one of them will 
not be radically different than on another. 

if you read the annual reports of say a 
Philip Morris, or a Sony, you'll get to see 
what's going on inside the minds of all the 
participants in the mission of the company, 
from the board down, and from the shop 
steward up. In the case of Philip Morris, the 
first section of its 1991 annual report said 
"we strengthened our position as the leader 
in the growing worldwide cigarette industry. 
Our volume, share, revenue, and income 
grew in nearly all our major markets." 

“You then get your description of how the 
company did in all its major markets--the 
U.S., Saudi Arabia, Switzerland, etc. You get 
a description of the tobacco products the 
company sells in those markets: Malboro, 
Merit, Parliament, Virginia Slims (Light), 
Bensor& Henson 

Nothing, I'm afraid, about the horrendous 
cancer-causing aspects of the cigarettes, 
There is this explanation, however: "In 1991, 
we continued to combat efforts to use 
prejudice against cigarettes as excuses to 
raise taxes" [in the U.S.) 

But the tobacco market is just one of the 
major product lines into which the Philip 
Morris board has decided to direct many of 
the company's resources. To be fair, Philip 
Morris also owns Oscar Mayer, Maxwell 
House, Cheez Whiz, Stove Top, Kraft, 
Sanka, Jell-O, Country Time, Miller High 
Life, Lowenbrau, and many other well- 
recognized product name brand 7 

There is a question, though, that’can be 
legitimately raised about the participation of 
the minority and female members on the 
boards of major corporations like Philip Mor- 
ris. Itis the same question that can be raised 
about their participation in any position that 
has been the preserve of a select few men- 
-namely, what can they bring to the table that 
could so “enlighten” their fellow members as 
to cause them to change their diréction on 
the type of products the whole company 
brings to market? 

Is it collusion women and minorities are 
in with the Strategy to sell a product that 
might do more harm than good, just because 
that is what hasbeen done in the past? Who 
gels to decide? 

‘Fortunately, weighty decisions of this na- 


ture are often dictated by the ultimate” 


owners of especially publicly-held com- 
panies--the shareholders. Shareholders get 
to register their complaints, concerns, is- 
sues, by voting on the composition of the 
board, 

So if shareholders choose not to force 
change, if they continue to own without com- 
plaint because they are getting the profit for 
which’ they invested, who's to say other- 
wise? 

Shareholders and potential shareholders 
do listen to what markets are saying, not just 
to the markets for shares in companies they 
own but also to the market for the products 
sold to “end users," the consumer,.And that 
is where many.of us fit into the equation, 

The consumer, the board, the 
shareholder--The System. Got it? Sugges- 
tion: for the heck of it, call up the local office 
of publicly-owned company in the Colum- 
bus area and ask for an annual report.

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Suit alleges harassment by dealership personne

Janet Tyler and Rondale McCarrel are 
still having trouble believing the treatment 
they say they, and even their attorney, 
received from the management and Staff 
at Quality Chevrolet's Buy Here Pay Here 
lot, 3101 Morse Rd. 

Their case |s similar to one reported in 
this newspaper several months ago in- 
volving customers allegedly being 
harassed by a belligerent salesman at Bill 
Swad Chevrolet, 100 S, Hamilton Rd. 
when they decided to return acar that had 
been lent to them overnight. That case is 
now in litigation 

According to a letter by Attorney 
Douglas Haynes to the Quality Chevrolet 


dealership's president, Dick Nourse, 
Tyler and Rondale McCarell, her son, 
bought a Cadillac Eldorado from a Chuck 
Peterson even though Peterson was 
evasive about the condition of the car at 
the time of purchase. 

Within two weeks of purchase, Feb, 
18, the car's engine and transmission are 
allegedly to have malfunctioned in 
freeway traffic, Tyler and McCarrel 
returned the car and requested that their 
$1,200 down payment be refunded. * 

The manager, a Jennifer Charley, ap- 
parently offered to refund $700 of the 
original down payment. To improve on 
that offer for retund, Tyler and McCarrel 
contacted Haynes, who apparently was 
not very successful in getting the offer 
increased at first.

Nevertheless, when Haynes sent his 
clients to pick up a check for the $700,

Meanwhile, Tyler is having her 20- 
year-old son receive counseling to help 
him deal with the powerlessness he 
claims he felt when he was not able to 
defend himself or his mother against the 
alléged assaults, Tyler indicates that she 
asked her son not to become belligerent 
during the alleged assaults for fear that 
his actions could lead to a justification for 
increased use of police force

tates fell last year to its lowest level in the 45-year history of the data 


series, according to figures released earlier this year by the Labor Department's 


Bureau of Labor Statistics, 


BLS said that during 1992, the number of major work stoppages totaled only 35, 
down from 40°in 1991, These stoppages resulted in 4 million days of idleness last 
year, or about 1 out of every 10,000 available work days 

The ‘agency said that these figures are al the lowest levels recorded since BLS 
began collecting the data in 1947, Major work ‘stoppages are defined as both 
worker-initiated strikes and lockouts by their employers, with no distinction made 
between the two in the report. In order to be counted the stoppages must involve al 
least 1,000 workers and last at least one shift. 7

WHAT IS) INCLUDED IN YOUR 
CREDIT REPORT? 

Your credit report contains information 
on your outstanding debts, including 
bank and retail credit card’ balances, 
automobile loans, government-backed 
student loans and small business loans. 
Most importantly, it shows how promptly 
you pay your bills 

For example, your report will indicate 
when a credil card account was opened, 
the last purchase, the last payment and 
amounts due 

Your credit report may also contain 
past and present employment informa- 
tion on you and your spouse. including 
the number of years employed and 
salary history. 

The Fair Credit Reporting Act stipu 
lates that negative information, such as 
failure to repay certain debts, Stays in 
your credit file for up to seven years, and

However, positive 
information, Such as an open credit card 
account, stays in your file indefinitely. 

Keep in mind that credit reports do not 
contain information on chécking and

WHO CAN OBTAIN YOUR CREDIT

To protect your privacy, the Fair Credit 
Reporting Act defines “permissible pur 
poses” for which a credit reporting agen- 
cy can release your credit report.

Washington’s frantic rush 
less than meets the eye

WASHINGTON--The frantic 
rush of Congress to identify even 
more budget cuts than those 
recommended by President Clinton 
has a surreal quality, like a Salvador 
Dali_painting, that-somehow does 
not comport with what we know of 
the real world. 

This is not to suggest that our 
elected representatives have im- 
bibed to excess, or suddenly been 
caught up in a frenzy of mass 
hysteria. To the contrary, the 
various members of Congress 
project the appearance of 
reasonable legislators going about 
the people's business in full control 
of their wits. They are not foaming 
at the mouth or bouncing off the 
walls. 

Even so, this sudden lust to 
reduce federal spending doesn't 
quite ring, true. [ seem to recall a 
pronounced indifference to red ink 
that has been the most con- 
spicuous characteristic of Con- 
gress for more.than a generation. If 
memory serves, President Reagan 


cut a deal with Congress in 1982 to 
swap tax increases immediately for 
a pecnge of spending cuts to be 
named later. The tax increases 
sailed right through to the 
president's desk; we are still waiting 
for the spending cuts. 

President Bush signed off on a 
similar deal, agreeing to tax in- 
creases in exchange for spending 
reductions. It was deja vu all over 
again. The tax increases were 
enacted with immodest haste; the 
a peeanin forged never saw the light 
of day. The red ink continued to 
flow, adding more billions to the sea 
of public debt. 

Now all of a sudden Congress 
just can't chop enough, as key com- 
mittee chairmen seek to outdo each 
other in. slashing spending 
programs. Yesterday's spendthrifis 
are today’s Uncle Scrooges. 

| suspect there is less here than 
meets the eye. There is a new ad- 
ministration in town pledged to cut 
the deficit. The media are filled with 
righteous demands for fiscal sanity, 
and the American people have ex- 
pressed a mandate for change. The 
new members of Congress, some 


eee ~~ 


124 strong, are adamant about the 
need for financial reform, at least for 
now. Cutting spending is the politi- 
cal "hula hoop" of the moment. 

What‘remains to be seen is 
whether this fad will still be in 
evidence when the actual spending 
decisions are made. The budget 
resolution embraced by Congress 
imposes Overall spending limits, but 
‘doesn't address the particulars. (To 
chop real programs that benefit 
one's constituents is something 
else entirely). The real test of this 
newfound fondness for spending 
restraint will come later this year 
when Congress gets around to the 
actual appropriations bills that 
govern spending. 

In the final analysis, Congress 
responds to the will of the citizens. 
Our elected representatives are not 
necessarily being hypocritical. The 
rubber will meet the road later this 
year when the same citizens who 
today demand fiscal responsibility 
see their own pet programs come 
under the axe. In a.democracy, one 
cannot expect a government more 
mature and responsible than 
thepeople who elect it 


State increases MBE expenditures, 
awards during first half of 1993 


During the first half of fiscal year 
1993 (July 1, 1992 to Dec. 31, 
1992), state of Ohio expenditures

Woods averaged 15:3 points, 5.3 
rebounds and 9 assists per game, His 
individual honors include: two-time 
Courier-Journal; All-Louisville team; 
twice named first team All-District 22: 
League MVP as a senior while earning 
four letters 

As good as Mark performed in high 
school, he didn't allow the college 
recruiters to beat the door down at his 
house, “I signed with WSU before my 
senior year,” He says, "So | don't really 
know who could've been looking at me if 
| had-waited to sign later. My Uncle 
Wayne told me coach Underhill was a 
good coach and that helped me decide to 
play here." He continues. "Overall | think 
| made a nice choice in Wright State and 
I'm definitely happy." 

It was a good choice indeed consider- 
ing Woods started as a freshman on the 
1988-89 team at the point guard position 
He led the team with 156 assists and 76 
steals (the third highest freshman steal 
mark in NCAA Division | history), Mark 
says that starting as a freshman was 
somewhat of a surprise.

year or if.they can Continue to play-well,— 


In Woods’ case the "jinx" got him. He 
Started only nine games; slumped from 
10 points per game as a freshman to 
7ppg} shot 41% from the floor while being 
shifted to the number two or shooting 
guard position, Mark agrees that several 
factors caused him to slump. “Yes there 
were reasons for the slump. Tyrell Cram- 
weiltand+had-toshare playing time atthe 
point. Going from a starter to a reserve 
had an effect on me." Mark continues. 
“After six or seven games, | adapted to 
the reserve role but it did stick with me the 
whole year. Also, | was playing the shoot- 
ing guard position and had never played 
it in my life." 

Mark rebounded from a tough 
sophomore season to help the Raiders 
his junior year average 92.6 ppg as a 
team which was ninth in the nation 
"Mr.Outside" as he Was called that 
season, improved his shooting percent- 
age to 54%; assists total to 273 while 
averaging 12 points a game. Mark at- 
tributed his improved play to the entire 
team effort but he did- single out "Mr 
Inside" Bill Edwards who was a 
sophomore that season and was voted 
Co-MVP along with Woods, "Having Bill 
around really helped me as a player,” He 
says.

The guardsman also said. the 
inmates were "tearing the place up" 
and that.at least 100 inmates were 
killed during a prison trial, which 
various leaders were judges and 
jurors. 

State officials stated earlier in 
the week that all the hostages were 
alive, well, and were being feed 
Their voices were taped and family 
members of the hostages con- 
firmed the voices were those of 
their perspective family member. 

Thursday, April 22, will mark the 
11th day of the Lucasville siege

Former Lucasville 
inmate says racism 
sparked the riot

Gregory A. Green, a former Southern Ohio Correctional Facility 
inmate who served seven years for drug-related convictions there, 
hopes peaceful solutions will bring about an end to the siege 

Green became a prison success story. While Serving time at the 
Lucasville prison, he completed a double associate's degree: from 
Shawnee State University in fine arts and psychology. A talented artist, 
Green started an.art program at Lucasville. 

Green's brother Anthony, who was sentenced to Lucasville fora 1987 
fobbery-conviction, has been inside cellblock L since a riot provoked 
the siege on Easter Sunday. Green feels partially at fault for his brother 
still being in prison. 

"In a way | feel | played a hand in him still being there," said Green. 
"| wasn't liked, | stayed in college, re-educated myself and was on honor 
block L-8 for 3 years, The system down there does not reward Blacks 
for bettering ourselves.” 

The makings of a riot and the resulting prison siege by inmates have 
been simmering for years, according to Green 

“The institution was, due to blow up. This has been going on since 
way back," he said 

Green blames the living conditions for the inmates and restriction of 
recreation time and visits from family and friends for the Lucasville 
eruption. 

"The conditions just kept getting worse and worse and the guys felt 
they had no other way out," said Green. "If you beat a dog down so far, 
even if it's your own dog, he's gone bite you.’ 

He also says the lack of constructive activities for the inmates caused 
tensions to build. Green said the Shawnee State and GED degree 
programs were eliminated after Beverly Taylor, a teacher, was mur- 
dered at the prison. Ashoe shop and furniture factory were also closed 
down, he said 

Racism also played a big factor in the outbreak, according to Green. 

“It's always been one of the racist institutions in the state of Ohio 
because of the location," Green Said of the prison. "It definitely is a racial 
issue, No Blacks live in Lucasville." 

While serving time at Lucasville, Green says he frequently witnessed 
crosses being burned on the prison recreation yard and guards openly 
displaying Klu Klux Klan membership cards. 

“Once you get in that system, because it’s so racist, they will do 
anything they can to keep you there. It took me seven years to get out 
of a maximum security prison and | didn't have a bad record," said 
Green, who completed his sentence at the Marion prison.

Green says he fears if police and-Armed Forces troops:storm the L 
Block more deaths will occur, He says he feels the matter can be solved 
without violence only if the inmates get their demands met 

“A federal mediator needs to come in and take a look at that 
institution,” ‘said Green. “They said they were going to do it for years 
and it never happened.” 

As the prisoners have stated, Green says he believes the inmates 
are willing to die if their demands aren't met. 

“Everybody down there is doing at least 10 to 25 years. Almost half 
of them are doing life," said Green. “Those guys have nothing to lose." 


BEDO members witness Lucasville upheaval

Union officials note that stress 
and anxiety for family members of 
staff working to contain the situa- 
tlon and free the hostages is every 
bit as real as for the families of the 
hostages, The union is providing 
tax assistance for employees who 
have not been able to complete tax 
returns because of the hostage 
Situation and 12-hour shifts now 
being worked 

They have also worked with the 
governor's office to secure an ex- 
tension on state tax filing dead- 
lines for the eight hostages 

Although Goldberg has been 
sharply critical of safety and staff- 
ng Conditions within Ohio's prison 
system over the past two years, he 
deciined-to-place immediate blame 


for the underlying causes of the 
inmate riot which started Easter 
Sunday. 

“There will be plenty of time for 
finger-pointing and examination of 
the facts once the situation is 
under control and our members 
have been ~reunited with their 
loved ones," Goldberg said. “You 
can be assured that we will have 
plenty to say at that point." 

“Until then," he said, “it is our 
intention to work closely with our 
members and the administration in 
securing the safe release of the 
hostages and the re-establishment 
of control within this prison. Our 
focus and our energy will be 
devoted. exclusively to supporting 
the staff'who work-at this facility 


and their families - particularly 
those of the hostages.” 

Goldberg indicated that immedi- 
ately after the riot situation is con- 
tained; he will be asking AFSCME 
International President Gerald Me 
Entee to bring. a standing 
AFSCME Corrections Advisory 
Committee to Ohio to assist 
OCSEA in addressing the 
problems in Ohio's prison system 
The Committee is composed of 
top-level union leaders from 
prisons across the country. It will 
assist Ohio's union leaders in 
focusing on existing problems 
within the prison system and 
fashioning effective strategies for 
resolving those problems. 


Don McKee, an AFSCME Inter- 
national Vice President and chair of 
the Corrections Advisory Comit- 
teé, flew in from lowa Monday night 
to work with local union officials in 
dealing with the situation. 

Goldberg reports that calls from 
AFSCME leaders across the 
country have been strong and sup- 
portive.

Though Ohio Department of Rehabilitation and Correction Director 
Reginald A. Wilkinson denied the riot was raceé-related when it first broke 
out, Marie says she thinks racism undeniably played a part in it 

"The racism is so thick you could cut it with a knife," said Marie about

Mobley said he doesn't feel the 
Lucasville siege can be classified 
as just a racial conflict, but feels 
racism played a definite role in the 
uprising. 

“There's no doubt in my mind 
that racism is a factor. You can be 
sure thal tension was building up 
long before Easter Sunday,” he 
said, 

The unequal ratio of Black 
guards to Black prisoners is a 
major problem at institutions-like 
Lucasville, according to Mobley. 
He offered several suggestions for 
improving race relations at the 
prison, including a minority recruit- 
ing agent to actively seek out Black 
guards and prison officials 

Mobley will continue to make the 
presence of the NAACP visible in 
the nation’s penitentiaries. 

“The NAACP is the best vehicle 
for affecting a positive change,” 
said Mobley. “We need to let prison 
officials know they are accountable 
to the people.”

The parent of a Wainut Ridge 
High School student recently 
called for a ban on author Toni 
Morrison's novel "Song of 
Solomon” at a meeting of the 
Columbus Schoo! Board, arguing 
that the bodk contains racist and 
sexually graphic passages. The 
resulting scandal has many 
wondering if questionable 
material should be considered art 
or “pornography,” as board mem- 
ber Bill Moss referred to the book. 

Morrison, a native of Lorain, 
Ohio, has tong since been 
regarded one of America’s most 
gifted writers. Her novels, such as 
"The Biuest Eye" and “Sula,” are 
considered classics. She won a 
Pulitzer Prize for her novel 
"Beloved." 

Morrison's supporters take 
issue with the fact that her work 
was taken out of context and un- 
fairly criticized. 

"| don't think you can judge 
someone of Toni Morrison's stat- 
ure by just one of her books," said 


Barbara Nicholson, executive 
director of the Martin Luther King 
Jr. Center for the Performing and 
Cultural Arts, "To judge her or any 
of our African-American scholars 
out of context is a mistake.” 

Nicholson went on to say that 
she thinks Morrison's works ac- 
curately depict the African- 
American experience. 

“| would feel it was a shame if 
Toni Morrison was not on the list 
for young people to read," she 
Said. “To deny the.fullness of the 
African-American experience i§ 
as wrong as saying a (controver- 
Sial) painting is not as valuable as 
something that reminds us of a 
pleasant experience. I'm con- 
cerned trom a censorship point of 
view. She is one of the native 
daughters that Ohio should be 
proud of." 

Morrison's colleagues are also 
concerned about censorship, Dar- 
lene Brown, a reporter at the 
"Cleveland Morning Journal" and 
longtime Morrison friend,
